Expressing a general belief that the 
apathy and indifference which marked 
the attitude 
of the voting public 
at 
the primary elections in May, has giv­ 
en way to some extent, political lead­ 
ers in this and other counties express 
the belief that the poll a t the general 
election here on November 7 will bring 
out a good vote for the candidates in 
the field. 
The primary elections brought 
out 
only about thirty per cent of the re­ 
gistered voters in Adams county, ac­ 
cording to the records, and indications 
were that the indifference continued 
to exist throughout the political cam­ 
paigns since that time uptil recently. 
Political 
leaders seem 
unable to 
ascribe any 
particular reason to 
the 
peculiar awakening, but say that it is 
there nevertheless, and furthermore, 
that the same conditions seem to hold 
true all over the state. 
They feel now, according to state­ 
ments from many of them, that prob­ 
ably a seventy five per cent vote, or 
even better, may be looked for when 
the ballots are in, basing their state­ 
ments on the increased interest which 
is aroused by campaigns in the various 
sections of the state. 
Due to the fact that no registration 
is held in this section, it will be ex­ 
tremely difficult to guage more than 
approximately, the probable poll here. 
T hat condition will not hold true in 
cities where the voters are compelled 
to register 
before being allowed 
to 
vote, and in those sections, it is 
not 
hard to figure closely on the amount 
of interest that is being taken in 
the 
activities of the campaign.
